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Continuation of 10. Other: The response to the final office action filed on 02/23/04 (paper #8) has been entered and carefully 
considered, however they are not deemed to be persuasive. First of all, as previously indicated, the man-machine interface concept is 
taught by Kakitani as being equivalent to the user's input of a command by an input equipment such as key switch or light-pen (column 
1, lines 27 et seq.). Secondly, the searching means for searching candidates as to a plurality of hierarchies in the hierarchical structure 
is taught as the searching means clearly stated on column 2, lines 56 et seq., noting that Kakitani's searching means is clearly 
responsive to the user's reply for determining a candidate (recommended path from a main road closest to a current position of an own 
vehicle to a main road closest to a destination ... hierarchical data). In addition, Kakitani further discloses requesting the user to input 
the next reply based on the corresponding candidate 'til the corresponding candidate becomes the target information, for example, 
starting on column 4, lines 9 et seq., in determining of the target informaion, the path control means has to dynamically or continuously 
request input from users and seaches a result of path search for selection of the recommended path UNTIL an own vehicle approaches a 
point at a predetermined distance from the destination, and sequentially reads the recommended path that leading to the destination 
respresentative point. 
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
